Christmas Seals Sold 
Only By Mail 


“In case you don’t know, I bought 
a bunch of these seals (inclosed) 
from a couple of children who said 
you were not putting out seals this 
year. It was about three weeks ago.” 

This written note, accompanied by 
an unusual sticker, and similar ver- 
bal and written messages received 
by the San Mateo County Tubercu- 
culosis and Health Association, 
prompted Dr. H. C. Warren of Ath- 
erton. this week to issue a statement 
pointing out that Christmas Seals 
sold to finance the fight against TB 
are not being distributed from door 
to door. 


“Christmas Seals are at no time 
sold legally by anyone except 
through the mail,’ declared Dr. 
Warren, chairman of the 1946 Seal 
Sale and vice president of the TB 
association, who urged an early and 
generous response to his letters ac-{ 
companying the seals. He pointed 
out that the full goal of $37,500 
must be reached if the Christmas 
Seal X-Ray Laboratory is to be 
kept in operation in its continuous 
quest for hidden cases of tuberculo- 
sis, 

The laboratory this week has 
been at schools in the southern 
part of the county. The following 
three adult clinics are planned for 
the public. On Monday, Dec. 16, 
the x-ray laboratory will be at 248 
Lorton Ave., Burlingame, from 6:30 
to 8 p.m.; on Tuesday, Dec. 17, and 
Wednesday, Dec. 18, at 115 South 
Ellsworth Avenue, San Mateo, and 
on Thursday, Dev. 19, at the court- 
house in Redwood City. Adults may 
appear any evening from 6:30 to 8 
at any of these places to have free 
chest x-rays made. Results will be 
made known only to the person in- 
volved and to his personal physi- 
cian.

Racial Tolerance In Menlo 


“Racial intolerance’ and “nationalism” are names that can better 
And “hate” can usually be 


be spelled with four letters,—h-a-t-e. 
traced to another four letter word,—f-e-a-r. 


It is not pleasant to accuse one’s neighbor of being a victim of 


fear, and it is even less pleasant to have the neighbor cite us for the 
same. Yet fear, and its offspring, hate, can be seen in the murror 
by almost any man who dares to face an X-ray looking-glass with 
honest eyes. 

Fears of the “acts of God,” as the Insurance companies call light- 
ening, hail, flood, tornado, earthquakes, etc. are such infrequent 
disturbing fancies that they can only appear on the mirrors of our 
reflected emotions as tiny blots, flashing at regular intervals. 

Fears of age, illness and want (the insecurities) form a rather more 
persistent, though fluctuating, background as we peer into the illum- 
inating mirror that reflects what is in the mind and heart. 

Fear of men,—Ah, that is the unholy halo that surrounds aimost 

- every head in the lie-detecting looking-glass of life, Fear of what 

other men can do to us, or to our self-inflated egos. And when we 
fear we hate. And the while we fear (and hate) we are incapable 
of the searching self-analysis that would reveal to us that it is our 
own secret ambition to “justify ourselves to ourselves” that causes 
us to slap down the other fellow. 

If brotherly love could be grafted upon 
din®ed into our heads by much preaching on the subject, we would 
move forward faster, for there are plenty of forward-looking souls 
to tell us what we should feel. 

Preaching brotherly love (and brotherly love has no life if it in- 
clude not racial tolerance) is necessary,—but it is not enough. We 
wish here to pay tribute to the courage and understanding of One of 
the West Coast’s very small minority groups—to our Own Menlo 
Players Guild, which has just opened its membership to individuals 
of all races.
